Statement_____ All the time the extension of building was going on, and Since, it was 
almost impossible to keep the above Thomas Benz awake, Every thirty minutes myself or 
partners would awaken him up to attend to his Post, but he would immediately go to sleep again, 
several of the men inside would come at times to the second story windows and call out to 
awaken him up. Also Capt Jordan has done the same thing and told him he ought to be ashamed 
of himself for the people in the Cars could see him asleep,” this being at broad daylight again the 
Captain has come out in the Yard two or three times and shook him up.
